' Thirty-two Omaha fire cap- 
tains and chiefs began their sec- 
ond eight-week course in Fire Su- 
pervision two weeks ago at Oma-: 
ha University. . 

The special Fire Division: 
Course was designed to improve 
various skills of local Fire Depart- 
ment officials. 

The first eight-week session 
began in February when over 
100 firemen enrolled m_ the

the captains and chiefs for the 
second eigitt-week class periods 


on the basis. of their test scores . 


and their supervisory ability. 
Tuesday and’-Wednesday classes 
will'be completed June 16. 

Mr. Moore and Dr. Jaynes 
helped organize the special 
program in cooperation with 
Public Safety Director Francis 
Lynch and Fire Chief Martm 
Dineen. 

Mr. Moore stated that the ex- 
posure the Supervision Course af- 
fords “is excellent both for the 
fire department and faculty 1 mem-. 
bers.” 

In addition to the Fire Course 
in Superviston Mr. Moore men- 
tioned two other courses which 
OU offers under the Department 
of Continuing Education: The 
Short Course for Nursing Admin- 
istrators and Basics of Interna- 
tional Marketing. 

Such courses are part of the 
continuing community service 
provided by OU both to Omaha 
and to the state.

:. ,“How is the crowd taking it” is often the thought of Jerty Fergu- 
son onthe football field and on the stage. 
‘Jerry plays two roles on the Omaha University campus. He is 
active in sports and in the theater. 
; Jerry, a native of Peoria, IHinois, has attended OU since 1964 
and is now a junior. He has lettered both years in football, and 
has been in three University Theater productions. 
Jerry’s first play was “The Dumbwaiter” in the Spring of ’65. He 
played an English hoodlum. His second play was the one-act “Hello 


Out There”, in which he played an itinerant gambler. His. third was. 


the “Madwoman of Chaillot”, with the part of a mysterious prospec- 
tor. 

When asked how he liked the theater, Jerry stated that the thea- 
ter allows him to express himself.. He has always played a villain type 
character, but would like.to try a. part in a comedy or a musical. 


"Sense Of Satisfaction’ 
Jerry believes there is a sense of satisfaction in both acting and in 
football.

When asked about his i injury, he said, “Being an amateur actor 
at the 'time,-I staggered to the sidelines, made’ it to the hench and 
passed out.’ The only thing that occurred to me when I awakened was, 
‘how is the crowd taking it?’ I knew I was hurt, but not that badly.” 

He also has a strong feeling of respect for people, and this helps 
him greatly i in his double role.
